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SEVERE EMGEMENT 

Spanish Troops and the Insur- 
gents Meet. 

OVER THREE HUNDRED KILLED.

Havana, July 9.— A severe cngaKO- 
ment has tukcn plaou bctwceu tho 
BpanUh troops under the conimarid 
«f Ckdostl Asiur and General Rubi, the 
InsuTgsnt oommaiider, at the head of a 
large force. Two hnadred and eightj 
of the latter were killed. 

It appears that Major Sanchez re- 
ci'iveu information to the effect that 
force of 1,500 iusurgeuta, uuder the 
command of Babi, bod occupied strong 
.poritions near Manaanillo, province of 
Santiago da Coba. Consequently the 
major sedt a messenger to hia superior 
uttlcer, Ck}loDel Azuor, proposing to the 
c'uiunel that they should joiu their foroes 
uud make an attack u^d the insur- 
gents. 

The messenger, however, fell into the 

hands ut i^he insurgents, who hanged 

liuii and s/?nt word to Major Sanchez, 
111 the nauiO of Colonel Ay-uar, to make 
uj) .itta<.'.k npon the iu.surK'''Ut position 
I'O'i a iMjiut which cuiiipelled the 
loaps to approach the insnrRents 
I... a^h a iiariuw thoroughfare. Major 
baucijcy., recognizing the ditliculty of 
ilie uiovemeut ho wa.< appart>ntly di- 
rected by his Colonel to execute, .>ent 
forwai'd two advance pickets of 1:.! and 
',M men respectively, under the com- 
roand of two sergeants, with instruc- 
tions to push forwaid to the riglit and 
to the left of the narrow tlioroughfare 
referred to and to be carelul to lake up 
advantageous positions fi-om which 
they ouuid protect the advance of the 
tiiaia body of th* troQiM under Banehaa's 

command. 

The iergeants cleverly followed oat 
tlie in.-tructiouft given them. Major 
Hancliez then advanced careiully upon 
the insurgent position, protecting liis 
uieii l)y every ineqaality of the ground. 
Bat, as he expected, the troops were no 
sooner inside the defile than the insur- 
gents attacked tliem in force. The first 
charges of the insurgents were made 
with euthnsiasm ana their machetes 
played havoc among tne truop.s who 
were hemmed iu and unable to deploy 
ttu account of the narrow road they had 
to follow. But it was here that the 
two advance pickets under the two ser- 
geants came to the rescue. From tiieir 
elevated position they kept up a coutiuu- 
ons and well directed fire upon tiie in- 
^snrgents within range, and eventually, 
assisted by a cuarge of the tipanish 
troops, compelled tliem to retraat oat* 
side of the Oefiie. 

The iSpuuMh troops nuhed fwwara 
after them, and once in the open they 
ohafged the insm-geuts with great 
coorage and oompelled them to retreat 
hastily., The inaorgents then sought 
refuge in the strong position they had 
previously left in order to attack the 
troops; bat the soldiers carried this 
position and put th» enemy to flight, 
with the loM apon the nald of it80 
killed. The troopi loat 50 men in killed 
and wounded. 

It waa at Jimt reported that the in- 
■curgenta wsre commanded by General 
Macao, bat it waa anbsequently leai-ued 
that tb«7 wtn andar oommand of Rabi 
alone, and that Maoeo took no part in 
the engagement. 

In anouMr fight reported from ve- 
goita, the inaorgents under Rabi lost 
hve killett and many wounded, while 
on the side of the troops, one otlioer and 
four soldiers were wounded. 

Mewaot another defeat of thainsnr- 
l^nts has reached here from BeUamotas 
in the province of Santa Clara. BeUa- 
motas was garrisoned by an oiHcer and 
50 Boldier.s who occupied a fortified bar- 
rack builduig. The pliu'c was uctackod 
by the insurgents under Custillo. Tlie 
enemy built a large tire to the windward 
and the tlaine-s cominunicated to that 
building. The insurgent leader then 
sent Word to the othcer in command oi 
the garrison, tiie .soldiers forming jiart 
of the union battalion, notiiym;^' iiiiii 
to surrender under pain ol being burned 
alive with liis men. Tlie olhcer sent 
word to Castillo in rejily tliat lie, pre- 
ferred to die fighting or b(i burned to 
death rather man surrender to the in- 
surgents. 

In I lie meantime some of the soldiers 
eucceuded in extinguisiiing the Mames, 
which threatened to consume the btu- 
racks, and while they were doing so 
tiie lemaiiider of the garrison kept up a 
continuous lii'e from tlujir rifles on the 
insurgents. The latter rep,ieci from 
every point, but tne garri.son held our 
gallantly for two liours. The news ot 
I lie insurgents' attack had in the mean- 
while been communicated to a detauu- 
nient of Spanish sokliers in the neigh- 
borhood, and they pushed forward with 
allpoaaible speoil to the relief of the 
nnison of Bcllamotas. The moment 
iney reached that place a brisk fire was 
opened upon the insurgents, and the 
latter immediately retired, leaving 
many dead and wounded on the tlaid. 
On the side of the troops only three 
men were killed and four wonnded.

The building was blown to 
pieces and burning oil thrown all over 
tfie sari'ojndiug laud, boverol hundivd 
feet uway was a tank in which were 
stored tiioitsands of gallons of oil, and 
tne tlepartment reinforced from the 
city, turned its attention to saving it, 
and after several hours hard work suc- 
ceeded. The loss will be over |50,000.

Officer. 

THREE MEN BADLY WOUNDED.

Chicago, July O.^^In weatern des- 
perado style, a man, supposed to be C. 
F. Cole, Assaulted and attempted to rr>b 
P. G. McGlerin, in his saloon at '11 
Adams street, in the heart of the busi- 
ness district of Chicago yesterday even- 
ing. After wounding McGlerin the 
thief escaped and made the most re 
markable race for liberty ever seen in 
the streets of Chic. go. After firing 
into the mob that pursued him and so 
rionsly wounding three citizens, he w.is 
run down and killed by Ollicer lios-"i- 
thal opposite the entrance of the Audi- 
torium on Congress street. 

The wounded are: 

P. C. McGlerin, a saloonkeejifr, three 
wounds on the head; will recover. 

H. M. Sternberg, shot in tlie ab- 
domen, taken to St. Luke's hospital; 
will probably die. 

.Samuel Stone, shot in the right leg; 
will recover. 

McUlerin wa.s alon>' in his saloon 
when Cole entered j'nl ordered a glass 
of beer. Tins was served to liiui and he 
then .tsked the saloonkeeper to get him 
some meat that ha claimed to h.ive left 
in the ice box of the saloon. Mctilenn 
walked to the entrance of the ice b 
and Cole drawing a revolver ordered 
him to go inside and stay there. Mc- 
Glerin turned and struck the robber i n 
the face, nearly knocking him down. 
The two men thou clinched and fouv it 
desperately. Cole managed to get one 
arm free, and Mrith his revolver he 
pounded tlie saloonkeeper viciously, in- 
dicting tbm mffw woonds on the 

Tne robber then broke loose from Mc- 
Glerin and, running to the front en- 
trance of the saloon, turned west on 
Adams street. Although bleeding pro- 
fusely McGlerin followed him, aud was 
only a few steps behind when the thief 
turned into O^Brien'a saloon at 84 Ad- 
ams street, and still holding the re- 
volver iu liis hand, ran out m ttie rear 
door on Quincy street. He th«n turned 
east, and at State street boarded a 
southbound cable oar. 

McOlerin was still close upon him, 
however, and Cole, seeing that he could 
not shake off his pursuer, ran through 
the car, heading his flight south ou 
State street. Several citizens hod by 
this time joined in the chase, and after 
running one block to Jackson !>troet 
Cole fired u shot into the crowd, wliicii 
failed to hit anyone. The night ana 
purstiit then turned toward Wabush 
avenue and south upon that street. 

Officers Rosenthal and D.dy, iu citi- 
zens' clothing were walking on V.ni 
Buren street just as Cole, ciosely fol- 
lowed by the bleeding saloonkeeper .m i 
a crowd of citizens, ran across tli.it 
street going south. They at one- 
joined in i ii'' ' Imm , and an Cole was 
badly \viiid".l by this tune, tiiey r.ipid'y 
came up witii him. Halt' way beL\,' . i 
Van liuren street ami ( ongress stre^ r, 
Rosenthal v.'as cIosh upon hi.s man aii.i 
ordered liiiii to surrender. ( ole repli-d 
with .1 shot, .111(1 tlie bullet tore into the 
stomach of Sternher;:, who was among 
the leaders of the pursuit. 

Just before reat^liing the corner of 
Congress street the ottirer fired at tlie 
fugitive, wl.o returned tin- compliment. 
The bullet of the otticer went wild, but 
that of Cole brought down Stone, an- 
other of his pursuers, with a ball 
through the leg. Rossntlial fired a sec- 
ond time, and this time t'ole staggered. 
He c(jntinued to run, Innvever, turned 
the corner and ran e.ist on Congress 
Street until he was directly m iront "f 
the entrance to the great Auditorium 
theater, where he fell. He died within 
two minutes witliout s.iyiug a word. 
The officer's bullet % id passed through 
his left kidney and into tne lung. 

Nothing is known of the man iu Chi- 
cago, the police never having seen him 
before. It is not known wliera ho came 
from and tbeM is nothing found ou Ins 
person which would throw any light 
upon the question of his identity. The 
only manner in which his name could 
be determined was by the laundry mark 
npon his cltithiug which road: "C. E. 
Cole." He was of slender build, about 
6 feet 8 inches tall and had a dark 
moustache. 

Inside the c^or of Cole's coat was a 
tailor's tag bewiug the name (rf (i. 
Burnheimer A Company, Kansas City. 
From this the police are inoUued to be- 
lieve that the man cam e from that city. 

irifty BouM* Barned. 

OoRNWAUi, Ont., Jnly 9. — Fifty 
houses have been destrored by Ore at 
Lornevilie, a suburb of tbi^ place, and 
800 people rendered homeleds. Great 
distress prevails. One child was burned 
to death, as far us known. Some boys 
playing in a shed set fire to it and thus 
started the blaze. A high wind was 
blowing and the flames communicated 
rapidly with the adjoining houses 
which were of wood aud iu three hours 
the whole di.striot waa • imouldariug 
mass of ruins.

— A speci.il di-;- 
patch from Montreal to The Evening 
Post sajrs: The customs otticials in tli..^ 
city expect to make an important arn . t 
in a few days in eouneution with tne 
smuggling of Chinamen from Caii.idi 
into the United States. Dunug tlie m r 
four months it is estimated by the - 
thorities that fully 800 Chinameu have 
bc'^ii smuggled across the lines at var.- 
ous places. 

The smugglers have grown so bold 
and the operations so extensive that th • 
authorities at Washington decirlcd o.i 
immediate action and sent li oi tne 
shrewdest United Statea aacret aerviou 
men to work up the oaaa. They have 
made thi.s city their headquarters, aud 
during their sojourn of 10 days have 
succeeded in locating not only the 
leader of the gang, bnt have also t'ound 
out the secret means of rransim :.itio:i. 

Last Wednesday it wu- le.mi I liiat 
the c.iiit.an ot a luiub-i b<jjf iii tin- 
port h.id arranged with the Miiu^g: ..s 
to convey 14 Chinamen from Soul, 
yue. , to Tmy, v., provided they 
were delivered to hinine;ir Soul islands. 
The ca[)taiu sui'ceoded in elu<ling the 
secret si-rvice oHlcers and getting tliein 
ott' the tract and sailed up the Iticii. - 
lieu river to Lake Chaini)la:n rii 
thence to Troy, N. Y., where he la . d 
tlie Chiuaineu at night. The name oi' 
this captain has been secured aud the 
name of his barge, and il he c ros<e> 
into Aiiieni'an wa ers again he will 
arresteil. 

Some time ago a barge of lumber w.is 
seized at Troy by United States oiHciuls 
wlio suspected that it carried i-o;itr.i- 
band goods. When the lumber vv.i^ 
l)artly discliarg''d the olficers w-'ie 
greatly surprised to fiud in the cent r 
of the load, neatly caged in, IM Clioia- 
men with their baggage. There are a 
large number of Cjiiuamen iu this c.ty 
at present waiting to cross into rne 
United States territory, aud mitiy of 
them are p .ying the smugglers as much 
as ij200 to get them across. 

OLD SO LDIERS' COLONY. 

One Bendred aad Twentjr-rive Thoinand 

Acre* of Land in Georgia itecared. 

I.NDIA.NAPOLIS, July 9.— P. H. Fit?- 
gerald starteil for Georgia yesterd.iy 
afternoon. He goes to close tho pur- 
chase of land for the old soldiers' col- 
ony. He said he has $125,000 in bank 
with which to begin btudness. The 
colony has taken optioni ou l2o,'J00 
acres of land in Iiwin and Wilcox 
oounties, Oa. 

Some of these options expire tliis 
week. Such lands will be purchased 
outright. Mr. Fitzgerald says ho 
thinks he vrtll secure 30,000 now ami 
that money ftom the snbeoribers to the 
colony scheme will come on nutil tiu> 
entire $850,000 necessa^ to take u\) .ul 
the land is available. The colony is not 
yet incorporated. Fitzgerald says t ue 
titles will bo lodged in ex-Goveriior 
Northen of Georgia imtil the colony 
incorporates and takes actual posses- 
sion. 

Klcb UolU Mrilirs. 

Flokbnce. Colo., July 9.— There ia 
considerable excitement here over the 
discovery of a new gold field in the 
Green Horn range, nine miles south of 
this place, directly on the line of snr'-ey 
of the Florence Southern railway. One 
vein of ore which is free milling is 40 
feet wide and haa had a mill test run- 
ning about $10 for tha full width of the 
vein. Anotiier tunnel in 80 feet struck 
a vein of quarts that seems to be high 
giade ore and prospectors claim an 
assay of $55 for the whole vein, some 
parts of it running as high as $oOO.

— Will 
Walker, whose remains were found 
strewn along the railroad tracks for a 
distance oi I'our milea Saturday, was 
not killed by the train as first supposed, 
but was murdered and the body put on 
the rails tn Ude tha ovidenoas of the 
crime. In Walkar'a hat were a number 
of outa and tha oaroMr'a jurr sendosad 
a verdict that ha eama to Us death at 
the hands of peraons unknown, Ms 
body afterward being placed on the 
track.

A8HEVILLK, N.C., July 9.— Awholesale 
delivery from the county jail ooonrred at 
Hendersonville last night. The pvisen- 
ers picked the locks to the cages, cut a 
hole through the plastering of the ceil- 
ing, then passed out through a venti- 
lator by tying their blankets together 
and letting themselves down. &ood- 
hounds were telegraphed for from this 
place. It is thought the prisoners will 
soon be captured. Six made their es- 
cape.

"Tbe story of the searoh tor the sonioe 
«>t the Mississippi reads Hke a romanoe. 
• A/tertbe dlncoveryof tbe upper river in 
I'ii.'i liy .Tolict and IManjurttc, and tlu) 
fJisfovi ry 111 tli<? tails of St. Anthony in 
;r,v(i, liy II, ijjicpin, little more was 
known of tlie Fatlier of Waters for near- 
ly a centnty. In 1766 Captain Jonathan 
Carver aaoended the stream ai far as the 
month of Raro river. In 1798 the fa- 
mons EiigU- !i astronomer aivd surveyor, 
'David Tlittiupson, in tin? service of the 
Northwe.st eonjijany, reached Turtle 
lake. Tiiifi lake, which sends a tribntory 
to tbe Alississippi, was for ■om«time 
•apposed to be the sooroe. 

"The Arst white man known to have 
visited tho neighborhood of the actual 
Kource of the Mississippi was William 
.Morri.* in. a fur tradrr, who wa.s certain- 
ly at Lake Itasca in 1S03 or 1804. He 
never •published anything OD tbe sub- 
ject, and it is only very reoeutly that 
bis priority of diseoveiy has been Imown. 
The nest explori r of the fiources of the 
riwt was Lieut< nant Zebulon Mont- 
gomery Pike. Hm was the first American 
citizen to carry the tlag of the United 
States into northern Minnesota. He was 
•est by tl^e government to treat with 
tbe Indiana and stop the sale of liquor 
in that region. Inoidentalljbepnrobased 
for 1360 and some whisky a tract of 
land nino miles square, which included 
the present site of Minneapolis. Con- 
gress subsequently voted an additional 
payment to the Indians for thia tract of 

4s.ooa 

"Lleatanant Pike proceeded by boat 
to the vicinity of the present Little Falls 
in Morrisun county, Minn. He ^nt no 
farther with boats, and so contiuuex;! hi.s 
journey through the winter of 1805 « oii 
^•nowshoes and with sledges northward, 
•fie finally reached Leech lak& This lake 
be mistook for tbe sonroe of the Missis- 
sippi, and his report on this snbjeot was 
held to ba ooRMt for lonM years after- 
ward. 

"In 1820 the Hon. Lewis Cass, ao- 
oompanied by Henry R. Schoolcraft, the 
historian, went on an exploring expedi- 
tion np the Mississippi as far as C'ass 
lake, so named at the time by School- 
craft In 182:^ an Italian traveler, .7. C. 
Beltrami, went over David Thompson's 
route to Turtle lake and reported that 
lake to be. tbe true sonroa Evidently, 
however, be beard from the Indians 
about Lake Itasca, for ho mapped it with 
approximate accuracy, thougli he was 
never there and did not imagine that 
the Father of Waters sprang thencct. 

"Lake Itasca was rediscovi red in 
1832. when Sc hoolcraft, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Allen, United States army; 
tbe Rev. Mr. Boutwell and others, was 
goided to the lake by a Chippewa In- 
dian, known ti.s Yellow Head. On this 
occasion Lake Itasca received it.s present 
name, wbicli was made up of parts of 
the words Veritas Caput, signifying the 
'true head' of tlio river. Tbe Latin was 
bad, f^r it ought to have been Veruui 
Capnt. " The lake bad previously been 
known hy tlie Fn neli nanxi of Lao a la 
Biches, meaning Elk Laka Thia was 
translation of the Chippewa Omoabkos 
Sogiagon. ^ 

"Schoolcraft's party made an exami 
nation of Lake Itasca, being satisfied 
<hat they had found the true source of 
•the Mississippi, Not again until 1S30 
did any scientific man visit the spot 
This was a Frenc.'unan, J. N. Nicollet, 
who tried to ascfrtaiu the sourcf of the 
ieeders of Lake Itasca. Exploring sonth- 
ward, he reached the springs tsoa which 
the infant river takes its rise. It should 
te understood that the Mi.ssissippi runs 
from its source directly northward for a 
distance of 50 miles befure turnin).,' alwut 
in a sort of fislihook bend and starting 
southward. To the baby stream, before it 
enters Lake Itasca. Nioollet gave the po- 
etk) name of 'OradleA AohiUesi ' tie es 
taWished its oonrae in connection with 
t<hree small lakes, since named Upper, 
Middle and Lower Nicollet lakes — that 
is to s.ay, lie found that the little river 
ran through two of these small lakes 
and connected with the third. This ez< 
plonr mapped tbe whole of the Itasoan 
basin and determined the latitude, lon- 
gitude and altitude with suoh accuracy 
that sfibeeqncn t siirve^s have only con- 
firmed and amplified his observations. 

"The whole subject of which I have 
bean speaking was befogged and tlurown 
into dispute recently by a certain Cap- 
tain Glazier, who, apparently for no 
other purpose than to aiivertise himself, 
published his alleged discovi'ry of anew 
and true sourco of the Mi-ssistippi. By 
reducing the size of Lake Itasca, ignor- 
■ iug Nicollet's Cradled Achilles^ magni- 
lytog a small aide lake whloh be oalI<Ml 
Lake Qlasier, and by stretching out one 
of the feeders of the latter, he produced 
a distorted map whieli actually imjjosiul 
on the Royal Ueographica) society of 
Great Britain. Many of the errors thus 
origioatad have crept into tha itaadard 
aapa of the United Btatea 

"It muy be said that there is nothing 
further to be learned about the true 
source of the Father of Waters. As a 
matter of essential fact, the true Upper 
Mississippi is the river oalled the Mis- 
sourL Xbe atream that ilowa from Lake 
ItaaeatiBMralyatribDlMT. Xovghtnol 



to forget to mention that 1 walkeQ along 
tbe bed of the stream termed by Captain 
Ulazierthe infant Mississippi for a con- 
Bidefable distance dxr shod. The little 
brook was dried np. Lata measorements 
bave reduced the length of tbe Missis-
